W aterloo, la., S< pt. 2'J. — President. 
Taft in a speech defining “ the rela | 
tion of the government to business,-' 
announced that the trust prosecutions 
began by the department of justice at 
W ashington 
would 
continue 
despite 
the recent criticism that business was 
being made to suffer. 
He served notice that the ‘‘big bus! 
ness interests” of the country must be 
brought within the law just as the 
railroads have been, and declined to 
admit that there exists any discretion 
which would enable the attorney gen­ 
eral to stay the hand of the govern­ 
ment in dealing with combinations in 
restraint oi trade. 
At 
the same time 
the president j 
made an earnest appeal for reasonable ! 
consideration of the railroads and the ' 
big 
industrial 
corporations 
on 
the i 
ground that their reformation was he- I 
ing brought atxjut steadily and satis 
factorily and that nothing was to be • 
gained by “ vindictive hostility." 
Mr. Taft bitterly denounced those 
politicians 
who seek to arouse the 1 
prejudices of the people and to array 
one section of the country against an­ 
other. 
Such utterances he declared to 
he those of “ the blindest of men.” 
i 


Business Getting Into Line. 


The trust 
prosecutions, 
Mr. Taft 
said, need not In* long continued be­ 
cause he believed the business com­ 
munity was rapidly taking in the cf 
feet of tjn- recent decisions of the su­ 
preme eourt and preparing to square 
itself with the law. 
“ W e have reached the point,” he 
said, "w here we can call a halt; not in 
the progressive 
movement to 
keep 
business free from abuses, but where 
we can call a halt against appeals to 
a spirit of pure hostility to prosperity 
on the theory that no one can be pros­ 
perous without being dishonest or a 
violator of the law.” 
Mr. 
Taft 
repeatedly 
declaimed 
against sectional prejudice and unrea­ 
sonable denunciation of corporations 
by 
persons seeking 
political advan­ 
tage. 


Pull Together His Plan. 


“ W h y,” he asked, “ should we allow 
the political fortunes of many man, or 
set of men. to mislead us into a hos­ 
tility toward 
parts of 
the country 
which is certain to work injury to 
a ll? 
"W e are all in the same boat; all 
tossed by the same waves. Let there 
be 
prostration of 
business 
in one 
large section and that prostration will 
spread quickly to all the rest.” 
“ Let us reason together,” exclaimed 
the president. 
“ Let us lie charitable 
and kind, 
I,et us not be so suspicious 
nnd ascribe corrupt motives to every 
one in the community but our partic­ 
ular friends and political associates. 
Let us have legislation that helps, or 
an absence of legislation if it be un­ 
necessary. 
And let us approve and 
praise the great business enterprise

proper methods accumulates property 
nnd puts it into productive industries 
that support thousands of workmen 
and furnishes profit to those whose 
savings have gone into the shares and 
hone-’ of the enterprise.

Constantinople,

ing to a local agency the Turkish gov­ 
ernment has decided to appeal to the 
loyalty and good feeling of Italy, but 
to reject the demand looking to the 
occupation of Tripoli. 
At the same time the government 
Will address notes to the great pow- 
ers making a fresh appeal for Inter- ( 
ventlon. 


London, Sept. 29.— Ita ly ’s warships 
are before Tripoli and Italy's ultima 
turn is in the hands of the Turkish 
government. 
Only a few hours w ill 
elapse before Turkey must make her 
reply. 
A late dispatch from Constantinople 
gives the rejnjrt that Turkey has re­ 
jected the Italian demands. Dispatches 
from R ome indicate that such an an­ 
swer would not be u surprise. There­ 
fore Italy Is making preparations all 
along the line to dispatch warships 
and 
troops to that 
i>ortion of 
the 
Turkish empire over which she now 
demands a protectorate. 


Veritable Panic at Tripoli. 


That the situation in Tripoli is crit­ 
ical Is evidenced 
by the fact 
that 
most 
of 
the 
Italian residents and 
many of the Europeans have taken a 
hasty departure. 
The 
Turkish 
au­ 
thorities in Tripoli have so far m ain­ 
tained order, but there is a veritable 
panic among the foreigners who have 
elected to remain or have been un­ 
able to find a way out of the country. 
The Italian government is backed by 
the newspapers of that country, but 
the 
British press has severely 
ar­ 
raigned Italy for what It terms “ pre­ 
cipitate action.” 
Germany, which has 
been interceding in behalf of Turkey 
for a peaceful settlement, has so far 
failed to make progress and some of 
the German papers are bitter in their 
denunciation of Italy's methods. 
Latest dispatches make no mention 
of the landing of Italian troops, which 
Turkish officials declare would be ac­ 
cepted as the beginning of hostilities. 
Turkish steamer Derna, which entered 
Tripoli harbor and landed men and 
munitions, is said to be only one of a 
number of transports dispatched to 
that i>ort.
